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Prosecutor Goes To High Court 


Washington (AP) - The Watergate special 


prosecutor appealed directly to the Supreme Court 
Friday asking a speedy decision on whether Presi- 
dent Nixon has the right to withhold evidence from 
the Watergate trials. 


The petition to the nation's highest court was 


filed just two hours after U.S. District Judge 
Gerhard Gesell had warned that presidential 
failure to turn over subpoenaed evidence was 
leading one of the key Watergate trials toward dis- 
missal. 


The main question presented to the high court by 


special prosecutor Leon Jaworski was: 


"Whether the President, when he has assumed 


sole personal and physical control over evidence so 
demonstrably material to the trial of charges of 
obstruction of justice in a federal court, is subject 
to a judicial order directing compliance with a sub- 
poena issued on the application of the special 
prosecutor in the name of the United States." 


The direct reference was to a subpoena issued by 


U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica April 18 at 
Jaworski's request requiring the White House to 
turn over tapes and documents needed for evidence 
in the Watergate cover-up trial. 


The White House had moved to quash the sub- 


poena, but Sirica denied the motion Monday and 
ordered Nixon to turn over the evidence. 


Formal notice of appeal by the White House to 


the circuit court here had been filed shortly before 
Jaworski filed with the Supreme Court — an effort 
aimed at bypassing the circuit court and expediting 
a decision. 


At the Florida White House, J. Fred Buzhardt, 


counsel to the President, said in a statement: "The 
President, through his counsel, will respond to the 
special prosecutor's petition for certiorari (review) 
in a timely manner." 


Jaworski asked the Supreme Court to give 


speedy hearing to the case and resolve it during the 
present term of court, scheduled to end next 
month.

Nebraska Chapter, which named 
Hanson Journalist of the Year in 
1965, the first to receive the 
award. 


"We've been attending one 


going-away parry after another 
in Washington," Novak said. 
"Some of them include federal 
marshals. 
"I thought it would be unique 


to attend a dinner for someone 
who's joining the Nixon ad- 
ministration." 


He said such Watergate- 


related jokes are no longer funny 
in Washington. 


"We are in a critical time for 


our country," he said. 


"What has happened now goes 


beyond any ideological con- 
siderations, any policy con- 
siderations ... (there is now) a 
question if the president is an 
uncrowned king not subject to 
law." 


The President's refusal to 


hand over documents to in- 
vestigating committees is a 
"subversion of the Constitution" 
and many Republican members 
of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee "are prepared to vote to 
impeach him," Novak said. 


'Get House In Order' 


He said he believes journalists 


will have to "get their house in 
order" after Watergate is 
settled. 


"And I can think of no better 


model for that kind of reporting 


than Odell Hanson," he said. 


After tributes from Hanson's 


pastor, the Rev. Robert 
Berthelsen, Republican guber- 
natorial candidate Richard 
Marvel, and United Press Inter- 
national Lincoln 
bureau 


manager Charles Wieser, and 
letters from Gov. J. James Exon 
and Richard Proud, Hanson 
said: 


"I do believe I've died and 


gone to Heaven." 


He said he considers his new 


job "a noble experiment to see if 
a media journalist can make it as 
a government spokesman 
without sacrificing dedication to 
the people's right to know. 


'Visit National Parks' 


"I have only two more things 


to say. I appreciate this more 
than I can say. And visit your 
national parks." 


Hanson was awarded a plaque 


from SPJ,SDX for "33 years of 
exemplary performance" which 
brought "talent, truth and 
energy to the profession." 


He also presented the first 


Odell Hanson-Nebraska Sigma 
Delta Chi scholarship for $200 to 
Tom Jensen of Oak, a junior at 
the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln School of Journalism. 


Pre-Dawn Police Raid 
Frightens Two Women 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Joan 


Schoenberger awoke to the 
ringing of the telephone at 5 a.m. 
Friday. A man on the other end 
identified himself as a police of- 
ficer. 


"Symbionese Liberation Army 


members are believed to be in 
the house," he said and ordered 
Miss Schoenberger and her 
roommate.

In a news conference, be tearful- 
ly offered to do anything to bebj 
them surrender safely. 


"Your cause, whatever it is, is 


even at this minute dying," he 
said. "The only way it can be 
saved is for yon to five."

Bat although 
sightings were reported aD over 
California and elsewhere, 
authorities "have no reason to 
believe the fugitives have left the 
Los Angeles area," an FBI 
spokesman said.

The Supreme Court appeal asked the high court 


to examine the entire question of "executive 
privilege," which the White House has raised 
frequently in efforts to retain material demanded 
by Watergate investigators and the congressional 
impeachment inquiry against Nixon. 


"The case involves basic constitutional issues 


arising out of the doctrine of the separation of 
powers and the powers of the judiciary and the 
prerogatives of the chief executive," Jaworski said. 
"Perhaps most, fundamentally, this case also 
presents a question of overriding concern to the full 
and impartial administration of justice. 


"Is our constitutional system of government suf- 


ficiently resilient to permit the executive branch to 
establish an independent prosecutor fully capable 
of investigating and prosecuting allegations of 
criminal misconduct by officials in the executive 
office of the President?" Jaworski asked. 


Jaworski said it is of "imperative public impor- 


tance" that the issues be resolved quickly to permit 


the Watergate cover-up trial to begin as scheduled 
on Sent. 9. 


In one of the Watergate cases, California Lt. Gov. 


Ed Reinecke filed an appeal with the appeals court 
seeking removal of his perjury trial to California. 
That motion had been denied by District Court 
Judge Harrington Parker. 


Reinecke, a contender in the California gover- 


nor's race, awaits trial on charges of lying to a 
Senate committee about the ITT case. 


In another case, the White House moved Friday 


to quash a subpoena for the Ellsberg break-in trial, 
and Judge Gesell warned that Nixon was pushing 
the case toward dismissal. 


"The action you have taken moves this case in 


the direction of dismissal," Gesell told White 
House lawyer James D. St. Clair. 


"If it is the position of the President that there 


will be no disclosure, then I have a problem and as 
I read the cases I have a duty to perform," the 
judge said.

Program 


Will Get Giant Grant

The State Crime Commission 


Friday approved a blockbuster 
application for $334,290 in 
federal funds to increase the 
number of district court proba- 
tion officers in the state from 39 
to 72. 


State Probation Administrator 


Edwin Garrison, contacted by 
telephone in Gering, termed the 
action a "great step forward" for 
the state's criminal justice 
system. 


Garrison was meeting with 


judges and other officials on the 
selection of probation officers in 
that probation district. 


Number Increased 


The number of offenders 


placed on probation in the last 
five years has increased by about 
300% from 1,606 in 1969 to 4,164 
in 1973, Garrison said. 


"The judges are getting good 


results," he said. "A number of 
authorities have said that it is 
better than tying an offender to 
an institution." 


He noted that the present 39 


district court probation officers 
in the state have an average 
caseload of about 115 to 125. 


Ideally, Garrison said, a 


probation officer should have a 
caseload of about 45 offenders. 


Total cost of the expansion 


will be about $367,000. Garrison 
said the State Probation Ad- 
ministration has already 


budgeted the necessary 10% 
match for the federal grant, one 
of the largest ever approved by 
the State Crime Commission. 


Traveling Around State 


Planning for the expansion has 


been going on for about two 
years, Garrison said. He said he 
has been traveling throughout 
the state meeting with court of- 
ficials to provide assistance in 
finding personnel for the 
positions. 


"We're ready to go as soon 


after July 1 as we receive the 
money," Garrison said. 


The 33 additional officers will 


be scattered among the state's 
ten probation districts, Garrison 
said. 


He noted that the new officers 


will be for district courts. The 
expansion does not include 
probation officers for municipal 
courts, juvenile courts or county 
courts.

from Lincoln Municipal Court 
for a computerized data 
processing system.

Carter Steam Engine 
Meets EPA Standards 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy said Friday an automobile 
powered by a steam engine has 
succeeded, for the first time, in 
meeting the federal antipollu- 
tion standards. 


EPA said a steam engine 


developed by Jay Carter Enter- 
prises of Burkburnett, Tex., met 
the 1975 federal standards for 
emissions of hydrocarbons, car- 
bon monoxide and nitrogen 
oxides in EPA's test, without 
using additional exhaust treat- 


ment devices such as the 
catalytic converters on which the 
auto industry now must rely. 


But EPA said the Carter 


steam engine still needed im- 
provement in its fuel mileage, 
and has yet to prove it can main- 
tain its antipollution perfor- 
mance for a 50,000-mile lifetime, 
as required. 


For the test EPA said, Carter 


mounted its engine in a 
Volkswagen "Squareback" sta- 
tion wagon with normal four- 
speed manual transmission.

might be done with less expense 
by following a similar system in 
Omaha and whether it would be 
appropriate for the crime com- 
mission to provide funding for 
matters relating to traffic cases. 


The 
commission also ap- 


proved a request for $12,600 to 
hire an office administrator for 
the Lancaster County Attorney's 
Office. 


However the commission 


denied a request from the office 
for $14,222 to hire five law clerks 
as research assistants on the 
grounds that four of the position 
had existed and been filled for a 
year.

"The failure to produce these documents may

The trial is scheduled to begin June 17. 
Brushing aside claims of executive privilege over 


the documents, Gesell said the government has an 
obligation to produce all the relevant evidence it 
has or drop the case. And he said the courts, not the 
President, should decide what is relevant. 


"It is not for the President to determine what 


documents are relevant and should be produced," 
Gesell said. "It is for this court to decide. 


"I want those documents produced." 


Earlier Friday, Gesell said that the national 


security cannot be used as a defense in the Ellsberg 
break-in trial. And, he said there is no evidence 
that Nixon authorized the Sept. 3,1971, break-in at 
the office of Dr. Lewis Fielding. 


Dr. Fielding was psychiatrist for Daniel Ellsberg, 


who has said he leaked the Pentagon papers. 


Gesell also turned down motions that the cases 


be dismissed, or that the trial, be delayed or 
transferred to another city. 


The material subpoenaed included personal 


papers left behind at the White House by former 
domestic advisor John D. Ehrlichman and ex- 
presidential counselor Charles Colson. They are 
among five defendants charged in the break-in. 


"We do not in any way concede they are personal 


papers," St. Clair said. "They are clearly presiden- 
tial papers." 


"It makes no difference," Gesell said. 
"There is no privilege," he said, brushing aside 


St. Clair's claim of executive privilege over the 
papers. 


Gesell directed St. Clair to make sure Nixon un- 


derstands the implications of his course. "It is im- 
portant for me to know that the President fully un- 
derstands," Gesell said. "I want to know if the 
President is deliberately taking actions toward 
aborting this case." 


St. Clair promised to get a reading from the 


President and report in writing by next Wednesday 
or Thursday. A hearing on the arguments would 
then be held on June 3. 


Gesell said there is no proof that Nixon ordered 


the 1971 break-in and that the President lacked the 
authority to give such an order in any event. 


"Defendants contend that even though the 4th 


Amendment would ordinarily prohibit break-ins of 
this nature, the President has the authority, by 
reason of his special responsibilities over foreign 
relations and national defense, to suspend its 
requirements, and that he did so in this case," 
Gesell said. "Neither assertion is accurate," Gesell 
declared.

Ellington on April 29, 1899, in 
Washington, D.C., the Duke's 
sophisticated form of jazz made 
him one of the most influential 
bandleaders in the 20th Century. 


Millions knew Duke Ellington 


as the tall, gracious man in the 
tuxedo, conducting his band 
from the keyboard of a grand 
piano. 


His compositions expanded 


over the years to include sacred 
music, tone poems, background 
scores for movies and stage 
dramas, ballets and operas. He 
assembled some of the best 
sidemen in the world, including 
Johnny Hodges, Harry Carney, 
Cootie Williams and Cat Ander- 
son. 


A quiet man, he avoided the 


controversies that follow many 
stars 


In 1965. the Pulitzer Prize ad- 


visory board unanimously voted 
that either a long-term achieve- 
ment award be presented to 
Ellington or no prize be given at 
all for that year. Ellington's 
comment, when the board final- 
ly decided against honoring him, 
was quoted around the world: 


"Fate's being kind to me. Fate 


doesn't want me to be too 
famous too young." 


As a teen-ager in Washington, 


Ellington worked after classes as 
a soda jerk, a job that inspired 
his first composition, "Soda 
Fountain Rag," written when he 
was 14. The job also resulted in 
his nickname. 


"They called me 'Duke' 


because I was so prideful of the 
stiff, starched uniform I used to 
wear on my job," he said. 


In 1922, Ellington followed 


some musician friends to New 
York and put together a band. 
His musical reputation was es- 
tablished during a five-year 
(1927-1932) stand at Harlem's 
famed Cotton Club. The group 
moved on to radio, national and 
overseas tours, film appearances 
and recordings. 


In 1943 at New York's 


Carnegie Hall, Ellington con- 
ducted the premiere perfor- 
mance of his "Black, Brown and 
Beige Suite," a tonal history of 
the black man in America. In 
1959, Arturo Toscanini com- 
missioned him to produce an 
extended symphonic jazz work 
for the NBC Symphony 
Orchestra Ellington conducted 
the work, "Harlem," in concert. 


Peak May Be Near 


Nixon To Address Nation During Holiday 


KEY BISCAYNE, Fla. (AP) 


— President Nixon flew to 
Florida Friday for a long 
Memorial Day weekend in which 
he was expected to make two 
radio addresses and name depu- 
ty secretary of State Kenneth 
Rush as the new White House 
economic coordinator. 


Rush reportedly has been in 


line for the key post of economic 
coordinator, one of the jobs held 
by former Secretary of the 
Treasury George P. Shultz. He is 
a former deputy secretary of 
defense and U.S. ambassador to 
Bonn. 


Before leaving Washington. 


Ziegler said, the President con- 
ferred with his two Watergate 
lawyers — James St. Clair and J. 
Fred Buzhardt — on current 
legal technicalities involving the 
efforts of the House Judiciary 
Committee to get tape recor- 
dings of presidential conver- 
sations they subpoenaed.

King Killer Ask To Trade Employers For Immunity 


- Memphis. Tenn. (UPD — Two 
professional gunmen hired by 
four "wealthy, socially promi- 
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nent Americans" killed Dr. Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr., an attorney 
for James Earl Ray said Friday. 
The two purportedly want im- 
munity from prosecution so they 
can testify against the men who 
paid them. 


Ray's attorney. Robert 


Livingston, of Memphis, said he 
has been contacted by an in- 
termediary for the gunmen who 
say they were hired to murder 
the civil rights leader and Nobel 
Peace Prize winner as he stood 
on the balcony of a Memphis 
motel on April 4. 1968. 


Ray, now serving a 99-year 


prison term for King s murder, 
said he was tricked into 
associating with the killers by 
buying a nfle he thought was 
being used in a gun-running 
operation. The rifle was the 
weapon used to kill King. 


"The gunmen did it strictly for 


money." Livingston said. "They 
had no feelings one way or the 


other for Dr. King. 


"The motives of the four 


wealthy, socially prominent 
Americans who paid to have Dr. 
King killed sprang out of hate." 
he said, "although the}- could 
probably rationalize what they 
did as consistent with national 
security." 


The lawyer said the men 


believed King was part of a 
foreign plot to "touch off a racist 
revolution in the nation." 
Ray. an escapee from the 


Missouri State Penitentiary. 
pleaded guilty to murdering 
King, but now is seeking a new 
trial on the grounds that his 
former attorney. Percy 


Foreman, urged him to make 
the plea and accept a 99-year 
prison sentence.

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11-Year Contract 
Won By Printers 


New York (UPI) - The 


printers' union and two New 
York newspapers Friday an- 
nounced agreement on a 
precedent-setting, 11-year con- 
tract which could make strikes 
unnecessary. 


The pact—which must still be 


ratified - provides lifetime job 
security and cost-of-living wage 
increases for printers at the New 
York News and New York Times 
while giving the publishers a free 
hand in automation. 


The New York Post, which 


had participated in the 
bargaining talks, announced 
three days ago it would not be 
bound by the agreement. 


The settlement is retroactive 


to March 31,1973, and extends to 
March 1984. Mediator Theodore 
W. Kneel described it as one in 
which "both the publishers and 
the union each got 109%." 


Two Reviews 


The terms of the agreement 


are subject to review periods in 
1978 and 1981, with a provision 
for mandatory arbitration if 
agreement cannot be reached. 


The printers could strike 


during these periods. But if they 
do, Kneel said, provisions on 
productivity and job security 
would then be open for review. 


This, said Sheel, should 


provide "security, stability and 
flexibility in the New York 
newspaper industry," by 
offering a major incentive to 
seek arbitration rather than to 
strike. 


The contract follows a pattern 


established in negotiations with 


eight other newspaper unions 
and provides a 113.85 annual 
wage increase over the first two 
years. 


In return for life-time job 


security for 1,800 regular 
printers and 385 substitute 
printers, the union agreed to 
place no restrictions whatsoever 
on the publishers' right to 
automate their composing 
rooms. 


Subs To Be Regulars 


Under the contract, all 


existing substitutes will become 
regular printers as of March 31, 
1975. Any printers hired 
afterwards will not have the 
lifetime job guarantee. 


In addition, the printers 


agreed to eliminate "reproduc- 
tion" provisions of the old agree- 
ment, under which they would 
set in type items which had 
already been set by other means. 


The publishers agreed to a 


guaranteed wage and productivi- 
ty formula that grants the in- 
dividual printer an extra annual 
wage increase of 2% plus a 1% 
"productivity bonus." 


Printers would also receive ad- 


ditional increases matching the 
rise in the cost of living and 
adjusted on a quarterly basis. 


As incentives to early retire- 


ment, the agreement provides 
for a six-month "productivity 
leave" at full pay once within 
the remaining nine years of the 
agreement and a $2,500 bonus 
upon retirement. Ratification is 
expected to take three weeks. 


Increased Exports' Value 
Offsets Rise In Oil Imports 


Washington (AP) — The na- 


tion offset a 43% increase in oil 
imports with increased exports 
of machinery, chemicals and air- 
craft in April to rebound from 
what had been its first trade 
deficit in 10 months. 


The Commerce Department's 


traditional measure of foreign 
trade activity showed on Friday 
that the United States exported 
some $8.2 billion worth of goods 
in April while importing about 
$8.1 billion. The surplus of $92.8 
million compared with March's 
deficit of $171.3 million. 


The nation has a trade surplus 


of $778.4 million so far this year. 


The April figures for 


petroleum imports, despite the 
large increase, included only the 
first trickle of oil from the Arab 
states, which lifted their em- 
bargo against the United States 
on March 28. The full impact of a 
surge of high-priced Arab oil is 
expected to be reflected in 
government trade figures next 
month.- 


As it was. the higher inter- 


national oil prices imposed in 
response to royalties increases 
agreed on by the Arab states ate 
heavily into the nation's trade 
balance. While the amount of oil 
imported increase 19 per cent, 
its value shot up 43%.

— Closing the street to traffic 


and creating an open mall, 
leaving the north-south streets 
open to traffic 


— Building an enclosed mall. 
— Constructing second level 


concourses. 


— Constructing only the se- 


cond level pedestrian skywalk 
system. 


— Allowing private retailers to 


build such bridges, for business, 
with the city granting air rights. 


Barton-Aschman consultant 


John Lockner reported that it 
would cost around 1115,000 a 
block to beautify just the 
sidewalks on both sides of the 
street. 


He said it would cost around 


$300,000 per block to modify the 
street, while he estimated it 
would cost around $345,000 a 
block to build the transitway 
plan. 


It would cost about $420,000 


per block to build an open mall, 
Lockner said. 


Lockner is proposing that the 


special 0 St. treatment be 
limited to 0 between llth and 
14th.

They Had A Dream 


Neligh Sen. John DeCamp's request 


for a special session of the Legislature to 
consider scrapping the proposed state of- 
fice building and using the money to help 
finance a school of veterinary medicine has 
gained the support of the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln student 
government. 


While we appreciate the concern we think 
that both DeCamp and the Associated 
Students of the University of Nebraska 
(ASUN) are taking the wrong approach. 


The ASUN is joining DeCamp in his 


request, said President Ron Clingenpeel, 
"so that something can be done before 
planning goes too far on the proposed state 
office building." ASUN wants "to see the 
Legislature take a good hard look at the 
veterinary program in Nebraska and com- 
pare it to the various programs across the 
U.S.," he said. 


But Clingenpeel qualifies ASUN's in- 


terest in the veterinary program by saying 
he hopes the Legislature "does not take 
money from existing university programs 
to provide for the school." We think that is 
important. It recognizes the fierce competi- 
tion for state funds. 


It would be just as wrong in our opi- 


nion, however, to scrap or delay the state 
office building project — the need for 
which having been recognized by the 
Unicameral, funds appropriated and plans 
made — as it would be to jeopardize 


existing university programs during the 
time that debate on the veterinary 
medicine question unfolds. 


And at any rate, it will be impossible to 


take the "good hard look" that the 
veterinary program deserves during an 
election year special session. 


Sen. Loran Schmit of Bellwood, chair- 


man of the Legislature's Agriculture Com- 
mittee, said this week that the committee 
will conduct hearings to determine "if 
something should be done immediately to 
begin construction of a veterinary college." 
Preparations for the hearings will begin at 
once and the committee will begin taking 
testimony with "several weeks," Schmit 
said. 


An interim study and hearings in 


preparation for debate by the full 
Legislature during regular session is the 
route to take with regard to the proposed 
school of veterinary medicine. There is an 
apparent need for the school — at least for 
an analysis of how the state can help 
Nebraska students obtain an education in 
veterinary medicine and hopefully retain 
their services — but it will be an expensive 
undertaking and many questions have to be 
answered before a commitment is made. 


We don't think the state office building 


should be sacrificed in advance of any deci- 
sion on such a commitment. 


All Or Nothing 


Not resolved at this point is whether 


the Federal Highway Administration will 
penalize Nebraska for noncompliance with 
federal highway safety standards by 
reducing road construction funds and 
withholding the federal government's 
share of state highway safety program 
financing. 


Nebraska Highway Safety Ad- 


ministrator James McGinn says he is 
looking for other jobs for his employes 
because he fears federal highway safety 
money will be cut off by July 1 because the 
Legislature failed last session to pass two 
bills required under federal safety stan- 
dards. The government wanted passed a 
motorcycle helmet law and a measure 
requiring the certification of ambulance 
attendants.

It is ironic that the Exon administra- 


tion, which has strongly emphasized 
highway safety, faces the possibility of a 
severe penalty which would undoubtedly 
cripple its program. 


We're not casting the Legislature in a 


villainous role — we sort of respect the 
senators for standing up to the threatened 
penalty, although some may argue that the 
show of courage and independence was not 
worth a $7 million loss of federal funds. 


What amazes us is the reasoning of the 


federal government, which would even 
consider dealing a devastating blow to a 
state's highway safety program because 
two small parts of the entire package were 
omitted. 


India Joins 'Club' 


WASHINGTON - India's un- 


derground nuclear explosion has 
surprised the world. United 
States intelligence and even 
British intelligence, which is 
better in that part of the world, 
did not anticipate it, and the 
Canadians, who helped India 
with its nuclear technology, feel 
they were deceived. 


Yet it is surprising that the 


other nuclear powers were sur- 
prised. The present "control 
system" for atomic energy in the 
world does not control. The 
nuclear powers argue that they 
have the right to develop nuclear 
weapons, but others do not, and 
in a world of independent 
sovereign nations, this lopsided 
proposition was vulnerable and 
almost doomed to break down. 


Alone among the great 


powers, the United States un- 
derstood at the beginning of the 
nuclear age that atomic energy 
was too necessary as a source of 
civilian power and too dangerous 
as a source of military weapons 
to be left to the control of in- 
dependent nations. Therefore, 
men like Baruch. Lilienthal. 
Acheson and others devised 
a system of international control 
under the United Nations but 
failed because of the opposition 
of the Soviet Union. 


Since then. Britain. France. 


China, and now India have 
detonated nuclear explosions, 
and many other nations have the 
capacity to do so. For the mo- 
ment. India, and with good 
reason, is being blamed for 
weakening the self-denying 
provisions of the nuclear test- 
ban treaty, which India never 
agned, but it is the system or 
lack thereof that is to blame. In- 
dia is merely the latest symbol of 
the system's weakness.

Three facts of the modern 


world are now fairly obvious. 
First, with the decline of fossil 
i jels and their quadrupled pnce 
in the last two years, aU nations 
must seek alternate sources of 
energy, and those who can af- 
ford it, and many that can't will 
be turning to nuclear power. 


Second, tbe science and 


technology of producing atomic 
power are DOW available to any 
nation that can pay for it, and 
the step from produriag atomic 
power for civilian uses to 
producing atomic explosions and 
weapons, while recklessly expen- 
sive, is ao tagger the insoluble

Third, the political disarray of 


the contemporary world of 
staggering and squabbling 
nations encourages both fear — 
if - we - don't - go - nuclear - c'-ir - 
enemies-might—and 
excessive 


nationalistic pride. It is easier 
now to tell the Indian people 
they have now joined the 
"nuclear club" — that offensive 
phrase — than it is to feed them. 


Of course. India says it has no 


intention of building a nuclear 
arsenal. Its defense minister. 
Jagjivan Ram. says the Indian 
nuclear experiment "is only for 
mining, oil and gas prospecting, 
for finding underground sources 
of water, for diverting nvers. for 
scientific and technological 
knowledge." Prime Minister In- 
dira Gandhi says in effect the 
explosion was no big deal and 
asks what the fuss is all about 


Well, it's about the future of 


the human race, for one thing. 
It's about what the world of 
national states will look like if all 
nations that have the capacity to 
produce nuclear explosions 
follow India's example. It's 
about the use of force to achieve 
political ambitions. It's about 
the integrity of national com- 
mitments, say, between India 
and Canada. And of course, it's 
about tbe increasing costs of 
military arms — DOW running at 


over $200 billion a year — in a 
hungry world.

Still, India may have done the 


world a favor, if only by remin- 
ding everybody, including the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union, of the dangers of nuclear 
proliferation, and the fragility of 
a world system that has to 
encourage nuclear development 
for peacetime purpose and con- 
trol it for the common security. 


People are not fussing at Mrs. 


Gandhi because they think she 
wants to turn India into a 
striving military nuclear power. 
The 
problem 
is more 


physchological and political. For 
if India needs nuclear explosions 
to find water, gas and oil, to 
divert rivers and enhance 
knowledge, can Pakistan be far 
behind? 


And after that, Iran and the 


other oil-production states, 
which are running out of energy 
but now have enough extra 
capital to launch their own 
nuclear programs with no more 
than a few months of their 
spectacular new oil revenues. 
Then probably Israel . . . then 
what? 


This is the real domino 


problem the world has to worry 
about Mot that the states will 
fall into communism but into a 
world 
of uncontrolled 


nationalism and nuclear 
weapons. Mrs. Gandhi didn't 
change the world, not even In- 
dia; she merely sent a shudder 
through the capitals by remin- 
ding them of their common 
danger and mutual disarm. 


Sooner or later then, the world 


was bound to reconsider the 
plans launched by the United 
States at tbe United Nations for 
international control of atomic 
energy, and this should give 
Secretary Kissinger and Presi- 
dent Nixon a larger topic to dis- 
cuss when they meet in Moscow 
next month to haggle over tbe 
limited control of strategic 
weapons.

John Scobell was a Union spy who operated 


in the vicinity of Richmond, Va., during the 
Civil War. Allan Pinkerton, founder of the U.S. 
Secret Service, personally hired Scobell as an 
agent and entrusted him with a number of im- 
portant missions. 


Scobell was resourceful, courageous and 


alert and could play any role to perfection. He 
drifted in and out of Rebel camps, pretending 
one day to be a balladeer, tbe next a cook and 
the next, perhaps a peddler. His conduct was so 
casual that nobody ever suspected him.

Scobell had a number of close calls but 


perhaps the closest was in the early days of the 
war when he was on a mission for Gen. George 
McClellan who was preparing to advance on 
Richmond. 


Working together, Scobell and Mrs. Carrie 


Lawton, also a Union agent, had collected 
details of troop movements and enemy strength 
and were bound for a rendezvous with a courier 
at the Glendale Inn on the road to Richmond. 


Posing as a fine southern lady from 


Corinth, Miss., and her slave, the pair arrived at 
the inn without incident. But while they were 
resting and awaiting the courier, Scobell 
became suspicious of an itinerant peddler. 


A trivial detail caught Scobell's eye: the 


peddler had black eyebrows, but red hah*. 


When the peddler left, Scobell followed 


him, discovered he was wearing a wig and 
suspected he was a Rebel agent.

Fearing their identity was known, Scobell 


and Mrs. Lawton saddled their horses and 
galloped off through the woods at night, hoping 
to make the Union lines. 


On the way, however, they ran into a Rebel 


party. Mrs. Lawton rode on alone with their in- 
telligence reports and Scobell took on the 
Rebels, killing three of them and wounding a 
fourth. 


One of the dead men turned out to be the 


peddler. He was carrying a report describing the 
operation of the infant U.S. Secret Service, then 
an espionage organization.

Scobell's powers of observation and atten- 


tion to trivial detail were the very qualities 
which initially led Pinkerton to employ him.

Scobell, who could read and write, was a 


Mississippi slave freed by his Scottish master in 
the early days of the war. He was picked up by 
Union soldiers as he traveled to the North and 
taken to Pinkerton for questioning. 


He told Pinkerton of troops and towns and 


the location or rivers and streams. Pinkerton 
was impressed and hired him as a scout. Later 
he sent him behind enemy lines as an agent. 


Scobell worked with some of the legendary 


spies of the war and took part in crucial mis- 
sions in which the stakes were extremely high. 
Pinkerton once wrote of Scobell: "His perfor- 
mance of duties was all that could be desired. I 
found him a remarkably gifted man."

Water And Wisdom 


WASHINGTON—Cool, clean, clear water is 


the most vital and precious substance on earth'. 
Yet most human beings only appreciate the 
value of water when they are personally 
deprived of it. Or when they see others dying 
from lack of it. 


• 
The current African drought and accom- 


panying famine have shown the rest of the 
world how devastating a water shortage can be. 
A still-unexplained southward shift of the mon- 
soon belt, which in the past brought torrential 
rains from October to May, has caused many of 
the life-giving monsoons to fall on already fer- 
tile lands or into the sea. Some parts of the 
Sahel — the vast sub-Saharan border region — 
have now been without rains for six years. 


Even so, much of the African misery must 


be blamed on human activity. Some of the worst 
damage has been done, ironically, by those who 
tried hardest to help. Vast subterranean lakes 
underlie the Sahara and the Sahel, and develop- 
ment projects have drilled thousands of deep 
and costly boreholes to raise the fresh water. 
With this water supply available, the region's 
largely nomadic tribes unceasingly bought and 
bred huge herds of cattle, sheep, goats and 
camels, and the ravenous stock overforaged and 
trampled the delicate desert food supply. When 
the herds began to die, so did the humans. 
Writer Claire Sterling, who has documented this 
tragedy, was told by a high U.N. official that 
"nothing has done more than these boreholes to 
hasten the advance of the world's biggest 
desert."

Yet even developed countries have made 


grievous mistakes in managing their water 
resources. The United States and other in- 
dustrialized nations polluted many of their 
rivers, streams and lakes into lifeless stagna- 
tion, and now must spend billions trying to 
repair the damage. Besides the harm done to 
fish, wildlife, recreation and aesthetic values. 


water pollution has become a health hazard. 
"About half of those who take their drinking 
water from public water supply systems in the 
United States use waters part of which only 
hours before had been discharged from some in- 
dustrial or municipal sewer," Professor Daniel 
A. Okun of the University of North Carolina has 
said. 


Other errors have been made in agricultural 


and navigational water projects. "Disasters in 
Water Development," a 1973 report by the 
American Rivers Conservation Council, 
analyzed 13 proposed ventures with a total price 
tag of $10 billion but with dubious public 
benefits. 


One of them, the Bureau of Reclamation's 


Central Arizona Project, would bring large 
amounts of water to Phoenix and Tucson 
despite the claim of the U.S. Geological Survey 
that both cities have abundant local supplies for 
generations. Another, the Trinity River Project 
in Texas, envisions turning Dallas into a seaport 
through a 333-mile canal built by the Army 
Corps of Engineers' "stream channelization" 
method.

Water problems differ greatly in the 


developing countries, but most hope they can 
avoid the mistakes made by advanced nations in 
utilizing their water resources. A meeting of the 
International Water Resource Association June 
4-6 in Chicago will bring together experts from 
20 countries to discuss world water supplies and 
dilemmas. 


In the Sahel, the Common Market's 


Development Fund, the U.N. Development 
Program and the World Bank are still supplying 
millions for new borehole drilling projects, 
often at the insistence of short-sighted African 
politicians. Desperate people will do anything 
for water, it seems, even if it destroys them. 


Dist. by Editorial Research Reports 
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STOCKHOLM - For many 


years, about 70% of the young 
people taking industrial jobs in 
Sweden had seven years or less 
of education. By the early 1970's 
when the Volvo Company began 
planning its new automobile 
assembly plant at Kalmar on 
Sweden's southeast coast, 70% 
of young people seeking in- 
dustrial jobs had 10 to 12 years of 
education, and another 207o had 
more than that. 


This was only one reason — an 


important one — why Volvo 
developed a radically new 
production system at Kalmar, 
abandoning 
the 
most 


dehumanized 
assembly-line 


techniques and seeking to adapt 
technology to human needs, 
rather than the other way 
around. Other reasons included 
the high absenteeism and per- 
sonnel turnover that had 
developed in conventional 
plants; a growing shortage of 
people who wanted to work in 
such plants, particularly in a 
society that provides generous 
unemployment benefits; and the 
new demands of women for 
equal status in industry as in 
society in general. 


Volvo had discovered that 


Swedish workers no longer 
accepted the idea that their 
generally good wages paid them 
sufficiently for whatever work 
industry required. As Inge 
Janerus, the ombudsman of the 
Confederation of Trade 
Unions,puts it, "Wages AND a 
good job are now demanded." 


That is a change in attitude 


that is being felt in industrial 
societies worldwide, not just in 
Sweden; perhaps because there 
is such a close working 
relationship between govern- 
ment, industry and labor unions 
here, as well as a traditional 
regard for human needs, 
Swedish society appears to be 
making swifter response than 
others.

Janerus defines the "good 


job" that better educated 
workers now demand as one in 
which "the intellectual and the 
manual" are not so sharply 
separated in the factory, so that 
workers can participate to a 
much greater degree in 
developing methods and equip- 
ment, planning production, ad- 
ministering the plant, setting 
and safe-guarding their own con- 
ditions of work. 


By that standard, he is not 


overly impressed by — although 
he approves — Volvo's Kalmar 
plant; Volvo, he believes, has 
gone to the great length of 
developing a whole new 
technological system to make 
what ultimately will be seen as a 
relatively small improvement in 
workers lives and conditions. He 


thinks companies like Atlas Cpp- 
co (compressed air), Swedish 
Tobacco, and Perstorp, the big 
chemical firm, will get better 
results from less technological 
innovations designed to provide 
greater worker self-government 
and "press decision-making 
lower in the system." 


Labor and industry efforts of 


that kind have the enthusiastic 
backing of Olof Palme, the ar- 
ticulate intellectual who is prime 
minister of Sweden and head of 
the Social Democratic Party. 
The major task of industrial 
democracy in tbe last years of 
the century, he believes, is to 
"meet people's needs" not just 
economically and with material 
goods but by giving "meaning 
and dignity" to their work — for 
their work, he says, will remain 
the governing factor of most 
peoples lives.

The way to meet that goal, 


while maintaining the produc- 
tion on which modern society 
depends, Palme argues, is likely 
to be found in Sweden and 
elsewhere in Western Europe. 
The United States he sees as an 
"aberration of liberalism" un- 
able to use its great power to 
solve its own problems and fear- 
ful of liberal movements abroad; 
the Soviet Union he sees as a 
"aberration of Marxism" equal- 
ly unable to solve its domestic 
problems and just as fearful of 
liberal movements in its own 
sphere. 


The result, Palme believes, is 


resources squandered on "going 
to the moon, Vietnam and 
Czechoslovakia," while the fun- 
damental task of adapting in- 
dustrial society to human needs 
has been "exported" to less 
powerful nations only recently 
freed by detente from the 
polarization of the cold war. 


If so, it was a formidable 


export. What Olof Palme and 
Inge Janerus and even the Volvo 
Company really are talking 
about is the subordination of 
production and economic expan- 
sion to human intellectual and 
spiritual comfort; yet. all insist 
on the obvious, too, that produc- 
tion levels have to be main- 
tained, perhaps even increased. 
If industrial society is not entire- 
ly happy with its material goods, 
it would almost certainly be un- 
happier without them; and there 
seems to be little that the under 
developed nations want more. 


Even here in Sweden, Inge 


Janerus concedes, the response 
to this conundrum is "just begin- 
ning in a few plants." But of 
course "a few plants" is where 
the industrial revolution began, 
too.

Martin Claims Exon 
Playing 'Pefro Polities'. 


Washington (AP) - Rep. Dave Martin of 


Nebraska said Friday that Gov. J. James Exon 
continues to play "petro politics" over the 
current fuel situation. 


In a telegram to the President earlier this 


week, Exon said he had suggested a special ad- 
ditional set aside of fuel beyond the current 3% 
states get for emergency purposes. 


This would be for wheat states to help them 


through the harvest period, and Exon criticized 
the administration for not having acted on this 
suggestion. 


Don't 'Understand' 


Martin, in a reply to Exon, said, "I can only 


assume you do not understand the allocation 
priority of fuel for agriculture, or that you are 
attempting to get publicity at the expense of 
creating an unfounded panic in the rural areas." 


Exon had said it was unfair to Nebraska and 


other wheat states to subject their 3% set aside 
for agriculture emergencies "since other states 


without this critical seasonal demand will have 
their set aside as in the past." 


Martin said, "the purpose of these set asides 


is for emergency situations whatever they may 
be," and "Exon failed to point out that the un- 
used set aside fuel to states reverts back to the oil 
companies each month." 


100% Needs Priority 


"The most important point Exon failed to 


consider is that agriculture has 100% of needs 
priority for fuel. The need for any further special 
set aside doesn't exist under such a top allocation 
priority provided for agriculture," Martin said. 


Martin said the federal government now 


predicts there will be sufficient fuel for the 
remainder of the year. 


"Even if conservation measures decrease and 


we do have a drought in the Midwest and irriga- 
tion needs increase, the agricultural states can be 
expected to get the necessary fuel to meet needs 
under the 100% priority," the congressman said. 


Exon Still Hopes Funds 
For Highways Will Come

Gov. J. James Exon said 


Friday he was hopeful the U.S. 
Department of Transportation 
would reconsider its decision to 
withhold some $7 million in 
federal funds from the state. 


Despite his optimism, Exon 


said his staff would check with 
state department heads to see if 
there were "funds not specifical- 
ly earmarked for some program 
that might be used to help out in 
this critical area" of highway 
safety programs if federal funds 
were withheld. 


Exon held a news conference 


after receiving the National 
Federation of Highway Users 
"Golden Milestone Award," 
recognizing the state's achieve- 
ment in the area of traffic safety 
programs. 


Nebraska was first runnerup 


in the national awards competi- 
tion, finishing behind California.

State Legislature did not pass 
laws requiring motorcyclists to 
wear helmets and to establish a 
certification program for am- 
bulance attendants. 


Gas Supplies 
Appear Good 
—Motor Club

Cornhusker Motor Club said 
Nebraska service stations appear 
to have good supplies of gasoline 
after the first part of the tourist 
season. Only three reported a 
month-end shortage. 


Of 79 stations contacted by the 


club, only one reported rationing 
and another that expected to be 
out of gasoline by the end of the 
month. 


Most stations contacted said 


they would be open on both the 
May 27th and May 30th obser- 
vances of Memorial Day. 


The price of gasoline at the 


surveyed stations showed a few 
minor fluctuations, averaging 55- 
point-four cents a gallon for 
regular and 59 and one-half cents 
for premium. 


Thane Davis 
Still 'Critical' 
With Injuries 


Members of the State Highway 


Commission were informed 
Friday that Commissioner 
Thane Davis of Hyannis remains 
in 'critical' condition at St. 
Joseph's Hospital in Denver. 


Davis, injured more than a 


month ago in a traffic accident 
on Neb. 61 near Hyannis, was 
originally hospitalized at 
Alliance. 


The commission was advised 


that the broken bones Davis suf- 
fered are mending satisfactorily 
but that be also suffered severe 
internal injuries. He is in inten- 
sive care. 


The state could lose $5 million

programs and statutes. 


He said many states had done 


"little or nothing" to meet the 
federal guidelines. 


Exon emphasized that he and 


other governors felt the 
regulations were arbitrary 
because they hold governors 
responsible for seeing that 
required laws and programs are 
adopted and are now threatening 
to penalize Nebraska "simply 
because the Legislature failed to 
act." 


Exon 
said 
he 
had 


recommended approval of the 
ambulance certification law and 
the motorcycle helmet law, and 
that he would again do so. 


Exon said the federal govern- 


ment had been informed of 
Nebraska's overall highway safe- 
ty program, which he described 
as among the best in the United 
States and of his intentions to 
recommend the legislation. 


Exon said the question 


seemed to be whether the funds 
were designed "to save lives" or 
to allow the government more 
"control from the federal level." 


Highway Panel Grapples 
With Inflation Vs. Needs

How to keep up with 


Nebraska's road building needs 
in the face of inflation continues 
to bother Nebraska's Highway 
Commission members. 


The question has popped up at 


almost every commission 
meeting since late last winter — 
and it came up again Friday. 


David Breslow of Lincoln, a 


commission member, asked the 
State Roads Department to 
assist in compiling a review of 
the financial picture, which also 
includes lower than expected 
revenues from fuel taxes. 


"The commission should find 


out how we stand in comparison 
with other states, particularly 
surrounding states, and then we 


should promote a plan to build 
the highways we need," he said. 


He added that Nebraska's one- 


year program has become a two- 
year program because of the 
money shortage. Commissioner 
Joseph Lipton of Omaha said the 
Roads Department needs $25 
million more annually than is 
available. 


Breslow renewed a proposal 


he made several months ago that 
a two-cent per gallon gasoline 
tax increase be supported by the 
commission. 


After the requested informa- 


tion is compiled, it will be 
forwarded to the governor and 
members of the Legislature. 


The matter will be discussed 


by the commission again next 
month.

Pickrell — All it needs, when the clan 


gathers here Sunday, is for 'Tub' Emal to 
come driving up in his '28 "motorized bus." 


Perhaps nothing in the 89-year history of 


Pickrell school is better remembered than 
that celebrated old rig. It could even prompt 
a few tears from sentimental alumni con- 
vening here for a milestone picnic-program. 


As the school's 72 pupils scattered for the 


summer Friday, they were also leaving for 
good. The picnic is "one last good-bye." 


Merging with Beatrice six years ago, 


Pickrell has been threatened ever since with 
a shutdown. The Beatrice school board final- 
ly decided that next fall the pupils must be 
bused to Beatrice. 


Not All Agreed 


But not exactly with the blessing of all 


patrons. 


"Craziness, that's what it is," exclaimed 


Emal, 74. "Everybody knows the kids won't 
learn "as much in big classrooms and a big 
system." 


No individual had closer ties with the 


school than Emal, who was its bus driver for 
40 years prior to his 1966 retirement. For 
nearly 20 of those years he was at the wheel 
of the same '28 International. 


Replacing a colorful horse-drawn "kid 


wagon" as everyone called it, the first bus 
was partly fashioned from a streetcar body. 
Since Pickrell was pioneering in consolida- 


tion, the bus service was among the first in 
the state. 


"I had to drive her a lot in Grandma, but 


we got by until World War n came along and 
we couldn't get parts," reflected Emal, 
whose real first name is Clarence. "After 
that I drove station wagons and a little of 
everything for another 20 years. Altogether I 
hauled kids and their kids and their kids' 
kids." 


Special Invitations 


With at least a couple hundred persons an-

Airport Officials Hit Request

Lincoln and Grand Island Air- 


port officials Friday were 
critical of the Omaha Airport 
Authority's request to the Civil 
Aeronautics Board (CAB) not to 
permit Frontier Airlines to fly 
between Omaha and Chicago's 
O'Hare Airport.

Thursday, the Omaha authority 
said it opposes the application

to American Airlines instead. 


Omaha officials said United 


Air Lines has a monopoly on air 
service to five top markets from 
Omaha and a competing airline 
must have similar authority and 
flexibility. 


'Does Not Fit Pattern' 


The brief said Frontier's 


proposal "simply does not fit the 
pattern that Omaha needs to 


resolve its air service problems. 


The chairman of the Lincoln 


Airport Authority, Richard 
Chapin, said Omaha does not 
have the same problems as Lin- 
coln has. He explained that 
Omaha has "several more flights 
a day to Chicago" and that "this 
application would give us more 
access to Chicago." 


Chaplin also noted that 


American Airlines does not 
serve Lincoln and if it were 
given such authority "won't help 
Lincoln anyway."

fanner paid off Friday night as 
Bagley was named "tree fanner 
of the year." 


The surprise announcement 


came at the final banquet of the 
sectional meeting of the Society 
of American Foresters here as 
Lt. Gov. Frank Marsh presented 
the award to Bagley. Bagley was 
chosen by the tree farm com- 
mittee, which acts as part of the 
Amencan Tree Farm System. 


A partnership between Ljle E. 


Young and Ralph Read, both 
staff members at the University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln, started the 
whole Christmas tree plan in 
1959 when they leased 2'4 acres 
from Bagley. In 1961, it became 
a three-way partnership in- 
cluding Bagley, Read and 
Young, and the venture took on 
the name of the Prairie Pines 
Christinas Tree Farm. 


Since then, it has grown to a

as Scots and ponderosa pine, 
white and Austrian pine, red and

The growers continue to plant 


about as many trees as they sen, 
which totals around 1,000 each 


December. Young and Bagley do 
all their own planting, pruning 
and care-taking except for the 
rush season, when they hire 
several high school students to 
help out.

all the trees but keep some of 
them as permanent windbreaks. 
Explained Young, "When they 
get done selling Christmas trees 
out there, there will be a lot of 
trees left for a nice wooded 
area." 


Away from the farm, Bagley is 


an associate professor of forestry 
at UNL. Included in his respon- 
sibilities is supervision of the 
Horning State Farm at 
Plattsmooth, which is devoted to 
forest research.

Funding Goal Set: 
Upgrade Libraries

State library funds for fiscal 


1974-75 should be spent to up- 
grade conditions in every library 
in Nebraska, State Library Com- 
mission members decided at a 
Friday meeting in Lincoln. 


The $200,000 for local and $97,- 


000 for regional libraries would 
be distributed to every library in 
the state in an attempt to bring 
all of them to a minimum level 
of standards, said Mrs. Jane 
Geske, commission director. 


Because some members were 


not quite satisfied with the 
proposal's language, final ap- 
proval was withheld she said. 


In other business, commission 


members approved plans to use 
recently released federal funds 
largely for workshops and 
special services for the elderly 
for community libraries, Mrs. 
Geske said. 


Final approval must come 


from the federally instituted 
State Advisory Council on 
Libraries which meets Saturday. 


Federal Title I and Title H 


funds had been impounded by 
President Nixon for the past two 
fiscal years. They were released 
in January. 


Title I money from 1972-73 


was $230,000. That money, and 
that from 1973-74, the commis- 


sion would use for the services 
for the elderly and training 
workshops for small-town 
librarians, Mrs. Geske said. 


Title II funds from 1972-73 was 


$170,000. The commission ad- 
vised that Kearney get $130,000 
of it for a new library building 
already under construction, she 
said. The remaining money 
would go to Bellevue for a new 
library, she said. 


The commission could make 


no recommendations for any 
1974-75 federal funds, she said, 
because there is no indication 
how much Nebraska will get.

Women Fight Back 


The would-be rapist followed the young 


woman on a dark Lincoln street. When he 
attempted to grab her, she administered a swift 
kick. While he stood stunned she told him, "Run in 
the opposite direction and I won't tell anyone what 
you tried to do." He turned and ran. 


While many women imagine what they would 


do in such a situation, few feel they would have the 
presence of mind to defend themselves. The 
growing number of self-defense courses for women 
aim to teach women not only physical skills, but 
confidence in their ability to fight back. 


This year for the first time the Lincoln YWCA 


offered a course in self-defense because they 
thought "there might be a need." The Parks and 
Recreation Department offers several sections for 
women this year. The Women's Resource Center at 
the University of Nebraska-Lincoln begin 
organizing self-defense courses for women. Self- 
defense is offered each semester through the 
Women's Physical Education Department at UNL. 


Staff members of the department also 


demonstrate self-defense techniques for any group 
that requests it, as a community service. The 
requests have increased the last year. 


One reason for the growing interest in the sub- 


ject might be the increasing number of rapes. 
There has been an 11% national increase in the last 
decade. One woman is raped every 14 minutes. 
(Based on 37,270 reported rapes in 1970). 
Criminologists estimate that 10 times as many 
rapes are committed as reported. 


Marilyn Fargerstrom, instructor of physical 


education at the University of Nebraska-Lincoln, 
believes that Lincoln is not immune to the 
problem. She notes that almost every day you could 
read of some kind of violence against women. Last 
year in Lincoln there were 21 reported rapes and 10 
attempted rapes. 


What can a woman expect to learn from taking 


a course in self-defense? Many of the women in 
John Roseberry's class taught through the Parks 
and Recreation Department, take it to trim up. 
Students do exercise in addition to learning kicks, 
how to fall, get out of holds, and other self-defense 
techniques. 


Other instructors also exercise their students 


so that, if attacked, the women will have the 
stamina to fight an attacker or be able to run away. 


Students learn that when your life is in danger 


any technique that works is fair. Scream, kick, bite, 
scratch, or maybe run. 


All of the instructors emphasize the impor- 


tance of having the right mental set One instructor 
tells her students to "think through what your reac- 
tions should be." 


Another instructor teaches what she calls 


"common sense" mental activity. Women should 
be able to recognize and avoid potentially 
dangerous situations, she believes. 


"A woman may not be as physically strong as a 


man," advises John Roseberry, "so you shouldn't 
try to match your strength against his. Use the ele- 
ment of surprise to your advantage." 


"Frequently a man lets up guard when fighting 


with women," says the instructor who works with 
the Women's Resource Center at UNL. "A woman 
can use this to her advantage. What she lacks in 
muscle, she can make up in knowledge." 


Self confidence is an important mental set, too, 


according to Dr. Mary Conroy, co-author of Per- 
sonal Defense for Women and instructor of 
physical education at California State University at 
Los Angeles. She says," ... it's self-defeating for 
young women to maintain the stereotype image for 
being a helpless, passive, dependent, fragile 
creature." 


A UNL instructor concurs. "Don't cry. Don't 


plea," she says, "and don't think of yourself as a 
helpless female."

tant and essential, but this 
column feels they serve no 
necessary purpose and tend 
merely to enhance one's sense of 
grief and sadness.

Farm leaders and professors 


and chairmen of the various 
departments in the Institute of 
Agriculture and Natural 
Resources Friday held the first 
of what undoubtedly will be 
many sessions on the 1975-76 
budget for the University of 
Nebraska as it relates to 
agriculture. 


Vice 
Chancellor 
for 


Agriculture, Duane Acker 
emphasized that the procedure 
of developing a budget had a 
long way to go at the close of the 
meeting during which the farm 
leaders expressed their opinions 
of programs and plans submitted 
by the various department 
chairmen. 


Strong support for improved 


salaries for staff members of the 
institute appeared in each of the 
four groups of people submitting 
reports of their deliberations at 
the close of the meeting. 


Also high on the list of 


priorities was a request for a 
new plant sciences building 
which will provide office space, 
laboratory space and combina- 
tion laboratory-classrooms for 
plant pathologists and 
agronomists at the University. 


$6-Million Estimate 


A preliminary estimate of the 


cost of such a complex was 
pegged at $6 million, however, 
most of the people at the 
meeting seemed to feel it would 
cost considerably more than the 
estimate if the building was fully 
equipped. 


The addition of a marketing 


specialist in grain marketing also 
drew strong support from the 
farm groups. The new job would 
involve informing farmers of 
expected trends in grain 
marketing and possibly involve 
some price predictions, but the 
most important function would 
be explaining how grain is 
marketed. 


There were also calls for 


studies of transportation of grain 
and some additional marketing 
information experts being made 
available to farmers in other 
fields, such as livestock 
marketing. 


Funding of two frozen 


positions in the Department of 
Agromony drew strong support 
from plant industry groups. 


Specialists Called For 


They called for a vice chair- 


man of agronomy and for an 
extension specialist in land use 
plus additional specialists and 
studies in soil sciences aimed at 
better soil sampling and testing 
techniques. 


Several speakers suggested 


that some way must be found to 
keep more home agents, 
vocational agricultural instruc- 
tors and veterinarians in rural 
areas of the state where they are 
needed. 


Suggestions that Nebraska 


needs a veterinary college drew 
cautious support from a number 
of speakers. Such a project 
might cost $50 million, which 
most of the group seemed to 
think was impossible to obtain. 
However, they did suggest that 
the new veterinarian science 
complex approved by the 
Legislature this past year might 
attract more animal doctors to 
open a practice in the state 
because they would have good 
diagnostic facilities to work 
with. 


The farm leaders strongly sup- 


ported the addition of research 
in plant diseases, such as stalk 
rot, root rot and diseases of 
forages. 


A suggestion made by NU 


President D. B. Varner that a 
joint appointment of a professor 
of water law to be shared by the 
Law College and the Institute of 
Agriculture drew support from 
several groups.

London — The sweeping tax 


measures put into effect by 
Prime Minister Wilson's ad- 
ministration shortly after he 
took office in March immediate- 
ly contributed to a sharp in- 
crease in the rate of inflation in 
Britain, according to a govern- 
ment report issued Friday. 


The report said the retail price 


index in April jumped 3.4% — 
the largest increase in one 
month since the government 
began keeping such records in 
1947. At the April reading the in- 
dex had gone up 15.2% in 12 
months, the largest one-year in- 
crease on record. 


Among the components of the 


index, the biggest jumps were 
recorded by tobacco, up 13%, 
and alcoholic beverages, up 
6.77c. The government raised 
taxes on both items immediately 
after delivering its budget 
message March 26. 


The increase in prices touched 


off automatic wage increases of 
up to $2.90 a week for some 
seven million workers under an 
escalator provision worked out 
by the previous government in 
an effort to protect wage-earners 
from inflation.

Brand New, But Crushed 
Cars Donated To Schools

They're new and worth $30,- 


500, but akeady they're junkers. 


"Every one of them is worth 


what we paid of it," laughed 
James R. Cusick, Lincoln Public 
Schools purchasing superviser. 


Six 1974 Oldsmobiles — their 


bodies smashed, squashed, bent, 
dented and shattered in a train 
derailment — were donated 
Friday to the public schools and 
the Southeast Nebraska 
Technical Community College, 
courtesy of General Motors. 


Thanks to the GM Oldsmobile 


Division and Randolph Olds in 
Lincoln, about 1,000 auto 
mechanics students in Lincoln 
high schools and SE Tech will 
get a chance to work on ad- 
vanced auto systems the schools 
can't afford to buy. 


When the cars were damaged 


in the derailment at Ankeny, 
Iowa (a Des Moines suburb), five 
weeks ago, Oldsmobile zone ser- 
vice manager Art Gabbard of 
Omaha contacted Dick Ran- 
dolph. 


Randolph said he asked the 


schools and community college 
if they could use the cars, their 
guts and engines in good shape. 
Other vehicles in the train wreck 


were donated in Omaha and 
elsewhere in the GM zone that 
includes Nebraska, Iowa and 
part of South Dakota. 


'Don't Fix It Up' 


"When a car is damaged, we 


don't fix it up and sell it," Gab- 
bard said, explaining that 
sometimes GM "digs a hole in 
the ground" and simply covers it 
up. "This kind of use" for the 
schools "is much more 
beneficial," he added. 


Randolph said the six cars 


may never be sold, titled, 
registered or driven on the 
highways; their use is restricted 
to training. 


Although the cars range in 


Strieker value from ?4,855 to $5,- 
800, Gabbard said giving them 
away benefits the auto-makers m 
the long run, citing a need for 
trained mechanics. 


Jack Armstrong, auto 


mechanics department head at 
the Milford campus of SE Tech, 
said he'll take off the bodies and 
"send them over to auto body 
where they beat 'em up and 
straighten 'em out," allowing a 
chance to work on newer metal 
"and it is different." 


The Milford "advanced shop," 


Armstrong said, will keep the 
chassis, leaving items such as the 


air-conditioning and electrical 
systems intact for training pur- 
poses. 


Work on Drive Train 


Dean Housel, technical and in- 


dustrial education superviser for 
SE Tech's Lincoln campus, said 
the body from his donated car 
will be sent to Milford, while his 
students will get to work on disc 
brakes and the complex drive 
train, for example. 


About 400450 students in the 


three-year program at Lincoln 
High, East and Northeast will 
dig into three of the car's brakes, 
front ends and air-conditioners, 
said Robert E. Law, industrial 
arts consultant. 


Another 400 in the high 


schools' engine mechanics 
classes will be able to study the 
fine points of new carburetor 
tuning, for example. 


Law noted that the public 


schools might donate their car 
bodies to the SE Tech Milford 
campus. The high schools have 
no body shop instruction. 


One of the cars, earmarked for 


SE Tech's Fairbury campus 
(which has no auto mechanics 
program), will go to the Man- 
power Skills Training Center in 
Lincoln, where SE Tech offers 
instruction to unemployed 
Nebraskans. 


College Board Backs Decision 
To Dismiss Chadron Professor 


The State College Board of 


Trustees Friday upheld a deci- 
sion by Chadron State College to 
dismiss Prof. Dudley H. Chase 
from the faculty- 


Chase's attorney said the case 


might be taken to court on the 
basis of a recent Nebraska 
Supreme Court decision. 


College President Lawrence 


Tangeman told the board that 
Chase, a language professor, was 
dismissed after the college 
decided to drop the language 
program at Chadron State 
because 
of 
declining 


enrollments. 


Chase and a graduate assistant 


taught all language classes at 
CSC. 


During a three-hour hearing. 


Chase told the board he also was 
qualified to teach some history 
courses, education administra- 
tion, elementary education and 
psychology. 


Tangeman said only one 


education teacher currently 
employed at Chadron was 


without tenure, and because of 
background 
and recent 


experience was more qualified 
for the post than Chase. 


Chase joined the faculty in 


1961 and received tenure four 
years later. 


Chase's attorney. Ted 


Kessner. said the Supreme Court 
recently ruled, in a case in- 
volving the South Sioux City 
Board of Education, that a 
teacher could only be dismissed 
by a majority vote of the full 
board. 


At Friday's meeting, only four 


of seven board members were 
present 


Kessner said he would try to 


determine whether the previous 
case, Houser versus South Sioux 
City public schools, would be 
applicable in Chase's situation. 


The board voted 4-3 to dismiss 


Chase, citing 
"financial 


emergencies at CSC." 


During the hearing. Kessner 


had indicated that Chase, 52, 
would accept a post teaching 
something other than languages 
if it were offered. 


Following the decision. Kes- 


sner said "It is our position that 
Mr. Chase is not terminated" un- 
til a majority of the full board 
votes on the action.

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Foyt 'Relaxes' For Indy 500 With Preliminary Race 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - It was one of those 
nothing" races that A. J. Foyt ran Friday night. 


"Nothing," meaning that there wasn't that much 


prize money, not that much prestige, or, really, 
that much reason for a driver of Foyt's standing in 
the community of auto racing to be in it in the first 
place. 


It was a sprint car feature at Indianapolis 


Raceway Park, a dusty, unpaved mile oval where 
the action frequently can, and does, get hot and 
heavy. 


Foyt, the legendary figurehead of the sport's 


lead-foot drivers and the pole sitter for Sunday's 
rich and glamorous Indianapolis 500, was there in a 
sprinter-a hot little open-cockpit bomb trimmed 
in what he calls "pearlescent" white and candy ap- 
pic red. 


"Why do I drive in 'nothing' races like this?" he 


repeated a question. "Well, any race I drive in, I 
don't call a 'nothing' race. If you call 'em that, then 
I've driven thousands of 'em. 


"But when I do something like this just before a 


big race, it's to cut the tension, to get away from 
the Speedway, to relax and take it easy. 


"It also helps sharpen your reflexes, keeps you 


on your toes. And, well, sprinting is great racing, 
and I love racing." 


Foyt wasn't the only 500 driver who took time off 


from the Speedway to race with the "locals." Tom 
Bigelow, Bill Simpson, Duane "Pancho" Carter, 
Johnny Parsons and others were there. 


It was a day when the 2Vz-mile Indianapolis 


Motor Speedway was dosed to all traffic. The old 
bastion of speed was being groomed for Sunday's 
noon, EDT, start, and Foyt wasn't needed in his 


garage. 


The 39-year-old Houston veteran, whose four-lap 


speed for the front row pole was 191.632 miles per 
hour—something like 100 miles faster than his 
sprinter can go—gives him his best start in years, 
admits there are others in the field capable of 
growling at his heels. 


For one thing, the 33 starters qualified at an 


average of 182.787 mph and Foyt himself thinks 
that actual race laps of the leaders will be about 
185.186. 


"There are a lot of people back there who'll go 


quicker in the race than they qualified," he said. 
"Thing about racing is that you never count 
anybody out until you see them being pushed back 
to the garage." 


Foyt mentioned in particular his front row mates 


Wally Dallenbach and Mike Hiss, the latter making 


only his third start but this year equipped with an 
immaculate McLaren prepared by race-wise Roger 
Penske and operating under the supervision of 
Mark Donohue, the 1972 Indy winner. 


"Look for Gordy Johncock to be on my heels, 


too," Foyt said as he appraised the field. "And 
there's Mario Andretti, Mike Mosley, Bobby Unser, 
Gary Bettenhausen and kids like Billy Vukovich 
and Jimmy Carruthers. 


"And I don't remember when there was so much 


talent stacked in one row, like there's Johnny 
Rutherford, Al Unser and Roger McCluskey riding 
back there in row nine." 


Rutherford, also from Texas, actually had the se- 


cond fastest qualifying run of the pack. He missed 
the first round of trials because of a blown engine 
but bounced back a week ago to wheel around at 


190.446 mph. 


Johncock, a stubby little veteran from Phoenix, 


Ariz., won last year's race, cut to 332 miles because 
of rain and a firey accident that eventually claimed 
the life of driver Swede Savage. 


"I'd like to win a 500 that wasn't tainted," the 


outspoken Johncock said. "A lot of people still 
don't know me because last year's race didn't go 
the distance. The money was good, and it spent 
well, but I'd like to win it by racing for it." 


Foyt is a three-time Indy champion and in his 


17th consecutive start—a Speedway record—he 
seeks to become the only driver to win it four 
times. 


"Look, it's there for me to win," he said. "If I 


don't, I'll probably try again."

Omaha — In the midst of four new state track records es- 


tablished here Friday, one stood out from the others, especially 
in terms of dramatic impact. 


It was the 2-mile run, which probably has been called boring 


more than it's been called exciting simply because the finish 
rarely creates an element of suspense. 


But McCook's Carl Becker and Creighton Prep's Pat 


Colburn matched strides in the 2-mile so impressively that a 
state track meet crowd of 5,000 at Burke High considered the 
duel the opening-day highlight. 


Becker shaved more than eight seconds off the 7-year-old 


state 2-mile record in a winning effort of 9:16.7. Colburn, a 
junior, clocked 9:16.9. They are the fastest times ever posted by 
Nebraska prepsters. 


Sharing the spotlight with the distance duo as the 72nd an- 


nual meet began an assault on the record books were Centura 
high jumper Tim Mohanna, Omaha South sophomore sprinter 
Greg Yates and Millard hurdler Doug Aken. 


Mohanna, who achieved 6-6 in district competition last week, 


cleared 6-7V2 Fridjy afternoon for a Class C and overall state 
record. It bettered the 6-7 posted last year by Hastings 
sophomore Doug Phelps. 


Mobarma, however, won't rest comfortably until Saturday 


after the results of the Class A high jump are in. Phelps. North 
Platte's Bruce Kucera and Omaha North's Russ Hallberg will be 
taking dead aim on Mohanna's new record. 


South's Yates shattered a 12-year-old 100-yard dash record 


with a :09.6 clocking in the preliminaries. Lincoln East's Doug 
Caulkins, running in the same heat with Yates, ended his junior 
season on a disappointing note. 


Caulkins sustained a pulled leg muscle and was forced to 


quit midway through the race. Author of a regular season :09.6 
effort, Cauikins had been bothered by the injury earlier this 
week and curtailed his workouts. 


The Spartan standout wasn't the only sprint casualty. 


Omaha Holy Name's Mike Thompson, the triple gold medal 
winner last spring, will be unable to duplicate the feat Saturday. 


Although qualifying for the finals with preliminary wins in 


both the 100 and 440, Thompson was forced to scratch from the 
220 prelims because of tendonitis just above his ankle. 


Thompson tied Kent McCloughon's 13-year-old Class B 100 


record with a :09.8 in the preliminaries. But he managed only a 
:50.8 in the quarter, limping noticeably before and after the 
race. During the quarter qualifying heat, Thompson pulled up 


twice and looked like he might stop, but burst ahead with 
renewed speed. 


Millard's Aken moved one step closer to achieving his goal 


to become Nebraska's first prep low hurdler to crack 19 seconds. 
He clocked :19.0 in his preliminary heat, matching the all-time 
state best. 


Aken, defending low hurdle gold medal champion, tied the 


all-time mark recorded by Beatrice's Bob Hohn in 1960 and 
shattered Hohn's :19.4 state record set the same year. Aken had 
clocked :19.1 last week in district competition and a wind-aided 
:19.2 at state last year. 


McCook's Becker indicated after his record 2-mile effort 


that he has accepted a full track scholarship at Drake University 
in Des Moines, Iowa. 


He credited his narrow victory over Creighton Prep's 


Colburn to a kick initiated in the last 330 yards. 


"I think he (Colburn) is basically faster than I am, but I just 


ran his kick out of him. I got boxed in during the first mile and it 
was a real mess. I was hoping the pace would be faster for the 
first mile. I've been after that gold medal so darn long." 


Becker had a friend stationed at the 330 mark to yell in- 


structions about how close Colburn was pressing him. "When he 
said he was only five yards back at the last 330,1 thought I was 
done, that he'd outkick me. So I started kicking then. I heard the 
crowd yelling, but didn't know I had beat him until he brushed 
me at the wire." 


"I didn't think anyone could kick the last 330 of a 2-mile and 


pull it off," said Prep's Colburn. "If I Had to do over again. I 
would have run exactly the way I did. I knew Becker wanted a 
faster first mile. It's too bad he didn't get it."

A Different Scene 


Omaha — Noel Chilcutt is the only person who has ever 


witnessed the Ak-Sar-Ben races from three vantage points — as 
the track's leading rider, as a starter and as a steward and direc- 
tor of racing. 


And there's really no way 


the 64-year-old official can com- 
pare the early beginnings of 
racing in this country to the 
modern plants of today. 


"The tracks are better, 


safer, and the purses are much 
larger," said the man who has 
devoted more than 50 years to 
horse racing. "The barn areas 
are better. The whole job is 
easier for officials today. Just 
everything's better." 


Chilcutt began riding at Ak- 


Sar-Ben in 1925 and was the 
track's top rider in 1927. He 
returned as a starter in 1938 and 
Noel Chilcutt 


"about 1954" he became a combination steward and director of 
racing. 


"One of the major changes is in the starting gates," he said. 


"About 1940, they started having starting gates with doors on 
them like they have today. They didn't have doors on the star- 
ting gate when I was a jockey. 


"Another change is in the tote board (which flashes the 


odds, payoffs, mutuel pools and times in the infield)," he said. 
"They didn't have an electric board that automatically flashed 
that information — a man manually put up the odds. The kind 
they have today came in the 1930s sometime." 


Other Innovations 


Chilcutt also termed the photo finish machines, which 


record the complete finish on film to aid the three placing 
judges, as another device which helped racing. 


"Before, the placing judges would just have to make the 


final decision," he explained. "Now the photo finish gives them 
a second chance to view the finish. It also gives the public a 
chance to see the exact order of finish. At every track after a 
close decision, there'd be hollering and screaming, but now peo- 
ple can see the picture. 


"The photo patrol has also helped considerably since you 


can now prove to owners and horsemen and jockeys exactly 
what happened in a race," he said. "If it was the horses' fault 
then nothing happens, but if it was the jockeys' fault you can set 
them down or fine them But at least you can show them what 
happened. 


"The newspaper guys would write what they thought and 


now they can see the judges made the right decision," he said, 
smiling at this writer. 


Chilcutt also mentioned the Horsemen's Benevolent and 


Protective Association and the jockey guild as organizations 
which have done much for racing. 


But Chilcott is still the one man many persons see when 


they have a problem at Ak-Sar-Ben. As director of racing, he has 
more responsibility than most of the officials. 


"It's just as director of racing, everyone comes to you in- 


stead of management. If you can handle it, you do, otherwise it's 
up to management," he said. "As director of racing, you have to 
see that the track is in the best condition. I work with the track 
superintendent (Ak-Sar-Ben director of physical plant Elmer 
Johnson). I also help with the stall applications. 


"In the afternoon, I watch the races trying to spot different 


things," he said. "After the races, I review the tapes to look for 
infractions. The next day, if we spot something wrong, we show 
the tapes to the jockeys." 


Despite Cbilcutt's multitude of tasks, he always has time to 


help persons. That's probably the best reason why he has so 
many friends in horse racing.

And he has no doubts that he 


will beat Frazier, who stopped 
Quarry in seven rounds in 1969.

insisted. "When he attempts to 
leap over Snake Canyon, he is 
taking the attitude, 'If I make it, 
I'm a hero.

"We run hard, we race hard. 


But we never say 'the heck with 
it.' We never say to ourselves, 'If 
I don't make it, I'm going to die ' 


"We all know the chance we 


are taking. We think about the 
danger involved. But our em- 
phasis always is on survival. We 
want to race again tomorrow " 


Unser said 
the tradition, 


money and prestige make the In- 
dianapolis 500 a special kind of 
race. 


"All of us get a little extra 


keyed up for it," he said "If we 
could just think of it as another 
Trenton or a Phoenix, the 
pressure wouldn't be as great." 


Al's brother. Jerry, was 


killed when his car flew over the 
wall at this same track in 1959. 
Two drivers and a pit crewman 
died here last year. 


"Every time one of us gets 


killed, it digs us, it hurts us," he 
said. "But we don't let it de- 
stroy us. We think about it. We 
try to find out what caused the 
accident. We try to find out the 
mistake and cut the odds." 


Unser said that there can't be 


a moment of relaxation in the 
three hours and more of gun- 
ning around the track at 190 
m.p.h. speeds in a race such as 
Indy. 


"It demands total concentra- 


tion." he added. "One little 
lapse and you may find yourself 
careening into a fence. 
Somebody asked me once didn't 
I get bored going around the 
track so many times. 


"Bored? Every lap is a new 


challenge. There's something 
different at every corner. One 
guy or two guys make a mistake 
and there's a big pile-up. 


"Sure, you're scared. But you 


are determined to live and race 
another day."

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Penal Complex 
Officials Resign

An associate warden and a 


warehouse supervisor at the 
Nebraska Penal Complex who 
had been under investigation 
since May 16 resigned Friday, 
Warden Charles Wolff Jr. said. 


Wolff said Associate Warden 


Ed Miller and warehouse super- 
visor John Phillips felt "they 
could no longer be effective in 
their positions at the Penal 
Complex." 


"The 
resignations 
were 


accepted since it has been deter- 
mined that these individuals had 
improperly used state property 
for their own use," Wolff said in 
a written statement. 


The men used ladders, crow- 


bars, posthole diggers, shovels, 
hydraulic jacks, pickaxes and 
other equipment at a privately- 
owned cabin south of Lincoln on 
the Blue River, Wolff said. 


Four prison officials had been 


charged with the theft of state 
property in an anonymous letter 
mailed to news media. 


Typed By Inmate 


Wolff said Friday that "inter- 


nal investigation at the Penal 
Complex" revealed the letter 
was typed by an inmate on a 
typewriter at the penitentiary 
power plant. He said more in- 


mates may be involved in 
authoring the letter. 


Wolff said the inmate or in- 


mates apparently committed no 
violation of prison rules. No dis- 
ciplinary action against the in- 
mates is planned at this time, 
Wolff said, but he did not rule 
out that possibility. 


Wolff also said that the source 


who tipped off the governor's of- 
fice, initiating the State Patrol 
investigation was not an inmate, 
although the source's identity is 
unknown to him. 


24-Hour Delay 


He also said the Patrol in- 


vestigation was initiated 24 
hours before the letter, dated 
May 17, was mailed to news 
media. 


Lancaster County Attorney 


Paul Douglas announced 
Thursday that the Patrol in- 
vestigation revealed no evidence 
to substantitate filing criminal 
charges. 


Miller and Phillips had been 


suspended pending the investiga- 
tion. 


Wolff said Friday that the in- 


vestigation revealed 
no 


wrongdoing by any other com- 
plex official and that no other 
disciplinary action against 
employes is being contemplated.

The State Revenue Depart- 


ment reported Friday that with 
only about 40.000 state income 
tax returns left to process, some 
$31.4 million in refund checks 
have been mailed out so far. 


The department said it 


received 639,807 income tax 
returns from the 1973 tax year 
compared with 619,607 for 1972 
and 599.362 for 1971. 


Of those returns, 599.387 have 


been processed compared with 
541,900 by the same time a year 
ago and 572,672 the year before. 


In terms of total refunds, in- 


cluding those that nave been 
mailed out already, there nave 
been $31,890,615 worth figured, 
compared with 124.681,225 the 
same tune a year ago and $13,- 
865.890 the year before. 


The average refund this year 


has been running $61.95 per 
return compared with 152.08 a 
year ago and 131.26 the year 
before. 


In all, 506,707 refunds have 


been made so far this year com- 
pared with 462,673 in 1973 and 
425,483 in 1972.
